connecting /Hannibal and 
Palmyra, 


and pronounced by road experts to 
be tin* finest in Missouri, will be 
completed, according to Judge George 
VV. Pine, of the Marion county court. 
This road lias attracted the attention 
of road builders throughout the coun­ 
try. 
The road is the result of an unique 
plan of expenditure adopted by the 
Marion 
county 
court. 
Instead 
of 
scattering improvements 
over 
the 
county, the court determined to put 
virtually all the available money in­ 
to a limited mileage of rock roads 
that will stand as a model. 
The cost 
of the Hanniba 1-Palmyra road, exclu­ 
sive of culverts, was $4,1fifi a mile. 
It was built from revenue collected 
by a special levy of 25 cents on the 
$lfifi valuation for road purposes and 
one-third of the saloon license col­ 
lected in the county. 
Work will soon 
ho started on a similar road twelve 
miles long. 
Roadmaking on scientific principles 
has been brought to its hest in the 
county as a result of this enterprise. 
There was no hit or miss work em­ 
ployed on this road, 
it is built over 
;i section of country 
not 
so 
well 
adapted to the making of a good road 
as the average in the corn belt. Tbs 
character 
of 
tho 
country through 
which it runs and the difficulties en­ 
countered are evidence that the suc­ 
cess attained is due to tile fart that 
the building is done on correct prin­ 
ciples and under expert supervision. 
It is a macadam road of the most ap­ 
proved sort. 
There is an abundance 
of limestone conveniently located and 
land owners have donated the re­ 
quired quantity of stone to the coun­ 
ty. 
Trio roads are laid out and leveled 
se that there is no grade steeper than 
7 per cent. 
The foundation work in­ 
cludes practically the entire width of 
tin* road, so that when the work is 
completed there is a smooth finish 
from side to side and a crown of 
about 12 inches. 
The real road is 
12 feet wide. 
The drainage system 
\ 
is good. 
Besides its other manifest advant­ 
ages, the new* rock road has had the 
effect of drawing together In close 
commercial friendship two civies that 
for a long time were estranged by 
jealousy. 
The trouble was the same 
as that in several 
other 
Missouri 
counties—rivalry 
over 
the 
county 
seat. 
Palmyra got the plum and Hanni­ 
bal was frankly aggrieved. 
Now that 
the cities have been brought, into easy 
touch with each other, the rivalry has 
died out and a new era of boosting 
for the whole county has set in.
